Pages  1357  to  1771  are  devoted  to  the  Classified  Business  Directory, 
comprising  an  alphabetical  list  of  classifications  of  the  various  trades  and 
professions  followed  within  the  State,  and  including  also  Kansas  City, 
Missouri.  Every  line  is  represented  in  the  classifications,  and  all  the  persons 
doing  business  in  each  particular  line  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order  by 
towns  under  these  headings,  thus  bringing  the  persons  in  any  business  or 
profession  together  under  one  heading  separated  by  towns.

KANSAS. 


The  name  Kansas  is  of  Indian  origin 
snd  means  "Smoky  Water."  The 
State  is  a  part  of  that  great  tract  of 
country,  purchased  by  the  United 
Stares  from  France  in  1S03,  known  as 
the  Louisiana  Purchase.  Prior  to  1854 
it  was  held  by  various  Indian  tribes, 
some  native  and  others  which  had 
keen  removed  from  the  older  states. 
It  was  organized  and  opened  for  set- 
tlement as  a  territory  by  act  of  Con- 
press  in  May,  1S54.  Kansas  came  into 
the  Union  as  a  State  in  January,  1861. 

The  Stare  lies  between  94  degrees 
$8  minutes  and  102  degrees  2  minutes 
west  longitude  and  27  degrees  and  40 
degrees  north  latitude,  rising  from  an 
average  elevation  of  about  850  feet 
above  sea  level  at  the  eastern  end  to 
an  altitude  of  3,650  feet  at  the  west- 
ern, averaging  seven  feet  per  mile. 
It  constitutes  an  essential  part  of  the 
great  plains  that  form  the  eastern 
slope  of  the  Rocky.  Mountains:  Kan- 
pas  is  properly  spoken  of  as  the  cen- 
tral state,  being  nearly  equal  distances 
from  the  east  and  west  coasts,  of  the 
United  States  as  it  is  from  the  north 
and  south  boundaries.  Although  gen- 
tly undulating,  the  surface  is  probably 
best  described  as  rolling  prairie  and, 
with  its  numerous  hills  and  valleys 
and  streams,  there  is  presented  a  va- 
ried and  pleasing  landscape,  which  in 
many  respects  is  rarely  surpassed  in 
America.  The  general  surface  prob- 
ably is  not  so  uniformly  level  as  is 
popularly  supposed,  but  there  are  no 
mountains,  marshes  or  swamps.  The 
area  is  82,144  square  miles,  extending 
400  miles  from  east  to  west  and  208 
tulles  from  north  to  south.  The  area 
is  twice  as  large  as  that  of  Ohio  and 
greater  than  that  of  all  the  New  Eng- 
land states  combined,  with  Delaware 
»od  Maryland  added,  Pennsylvania 
and  Indiana  united  or  New  York  and 
Maine  together  are  less  in  extent,  and 
England  is  40  per  cent  smaller.  The 
water  surface  is  3S4  square  miles, 
leaving  a  land  area  of  81,760  square 
miles,  or  52,320.400  acres,  practically 
all  arable.  The  land  surface  may  be 
divided  in  general  into  what  are 
usually  known  as  the  "bottoms"  or 


valleys,  the  slopes,  and  beyond  and 
higher,  the  uplands,  all  of  great  fer- 
tility.   The  soil  ranges  from  the  deep 
black  loam  of  the  limestone  land,  gen- 
eral in  the  eastern  half  or  two-thirds 
to    the    sandier    formations  further 
west,  containing  large  proportions  of 
decaying  vegetable  matter,  and  hence 
is  very  productive.    Alluvial  deposits 
in  the  valleys  often  exceed  depths  of 
20  feet,  while  their  depth  of  available 
.    fertility  is  not  so  great,  the  slopes  and 
i  uplands  in  many  instances  yield  nearly 
I  as  abundantly,  and  for  certain  crops 
J  are  preferred  by  some, 
j      The  climate,  as  would  be  expected 
I  in  such  a  zone  and  along  such  paral- 
lels, is  mild,  without  either  tropic  heat 
j  or   Arctic   cold,   and    is  everywhere 
healthful.    The  air  is  dry,  invigorat- 
ing, and  wholesome,  and,  particularly 
in   the   higher   altitudes  of  western 
Kansas  is  especially  beneficial  to  per- 
sons with  a  tendency  to  pulmonary 
diseases.    The  vital  statistics  of  1905, 
a  typical  year,  show  a  death  rate  per 
thousand  of  but  7.5    in    Kansas,  as 
against  13  to  23  in  more  eastern  states. 
It  is  noteworthy,  too,  that  the  largest 
I  number  of  deaths  that  year  occurring 
j  between  any  given  period  of  ages  was 
!  betwreen  60  and  70  years,  an  evidence 
|  that  the  salubrious,  health-giving  cli- 
mate, together  with   the  wholesome 
j  habits  of.  life  of  the  majority  of  the 
|  people  of  Kansas  make  for  longevity. 
J  Extremes  in  weather  that  occur  are  of 
!  short  duration,  and  by  far  the  major- 
|  ity  of  the  days  are  fair  and  sunny. 

Owing  to  its  situation  the  state  es- 
i  capes  the  rigors  of  long  northern  win- 
j  ters  and  the  debilitating  and  enervat- 
ing heat  of  the  summers  farther- south, 
j  Some  winters  have  scarcely  any  se- 
vere   weather.     Both    summers  and 
winters  are  several  degrees  warmer 
in  the  southern  than  in  the  northern 
portions  of  the  state.    In  the  former 
snow  quickly  disappears,  aud  in  the 
north  the  temperature  is  seldom  con- 
tinuously low  enough  to  hold  it  for 
more  than  a  few  days.    The  average 
j  temperature    of    the    three  winter 
l  months — December,  January  and  Feb- 
I  ruary — for  twenty  years  has  been  31 
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deg.,  F.;  of  the  three  summer  months 
74  deg.,  F.,  with  cool  refreshing  nights 
following  the  warmest  days,  and  the 
annual  average  is  53  deg.,  F. 

The  State's  watershed  is  formed  hy 
a  low  ridge,  or  lateral  offshoot  of  the 
continental  divide,  extending  eastward 
from  Pike's  Peak,  and  divides  the 
.State  almost  equally,  separating  the 
Arkansas  and  Kansas  river  systems, 
which,  respectively,  water  and  drain 
the  southern  and  northern  portions  of 
the  State.  These  two  main  rivers  and 
the  Missouri,  which  forms  the  natural 
boundary  of  the  northeast  corner,  with 
their  tributaries,  all  belong  to  the  Mis- 
sissippi system.  Aside  from  these,  the 
more  prominent  of  the  Kansas  rivers 
are  the  Republican,  Solomon,  Blue, 
Smoky  Hill  Marais  des  Cygnes  (called 
the  Osage  in  Missouri),  Saline,  Ne- 
osho, Verdigris  and  Cimarron.  All  are 
non-navigable,  and  course  through 
many  hundred  miles  of  rich  valleys, 
some  of  them  miles  in  width  and 
others  quite  narrow.  The  timber 
growth  follows  the  waterways,  and 
every  variety  known  in  the  western 
forest  is  found,  including,  among 
others,  black  walnut,  elm,  oak,  soft 
and  hard  maple,  sycamore,  cottonwood, 
white  ash,  hackberry,  locust,  cherry, 
and  hickory.  The  eastern  part  of  the 
State  is  quite  liberally  provided  with 
timber,  the  supply  gradually  decreas- 
ing to  the  westward,  where  some  parts 
are  almost  destitute  of  natural  tree 
growth.  Artificial  plantings,  however, 
are  being  constantly  made.  Owing  to 
the  inclination  of  the  land's  surface 
the  streams  usually  have  considerable 
■current  and  furnish  valuable  water 
power  utilized  at '  numerous  points. 
Throughout  the  State  inexhaustible 
supplies  .of  pure  water  are  available 
from  wells  of  varying  depth.  Numer- 
ous springs  also  furnish  an  excellent 
water  supply,  and  in  general  it  may 
be  said  there  is  no  considerable  tract 
in  any  part  of  Kansas  without 
streams  or  sweet  wholesome  water  in 
springs  or  spring-fed  pools  or  readily 
obtainable  from  wells.  Many  streams 
are  fed  from  seeps  and  living  springs, 
so  that  they  carry  never-failing  water 
and  a  flow  is  maintained  in  the  dryest 
years.  The  western  portions  of  the 
State,  however,  are  not  so  abundantly 
watered,  and  in  the  earlier  years  were 
considered  chiefly  adapted  for  grazing, 


but  now  the  immense  ranges  and  pas- 
tures are  being  subdivided  into  farms, 
and  a  diversified  farming,  without  irri- 
gation, is  becoming  common.  The  de- 
velopments there  in  recent  years  have 
attracted  large  numbers  of  both  in- 
vestors and  settlers,  and  of  the  latter 
class  particularly,  owing  to  the  vacant 
government  lands  that  have  been 
available  for  homestead  entry.  Those 
lands  not  yet  entered  upon  by  settlers 
are  mainly  west  of  the  one  hundredth 
meridian  and  there  are  about  750,000 
acres  still  open  for  entry. 

Kansas  is  pre-eminently  adapted  to 
agriculture,  and  this,  including  live 
stock  husbandry,  is  the  state's  prin- 
cipal industry.  The  rich  strong  lands 
produce  in  luxuriance  grains,  grasses, 
vegetables  and  fruits,  and  live  stock  of 
high  quality  are  reared  inexpensively 
on  nearly  every  farm.  The  yearly 
value  of  farm  products  is  over  $225,- 
000,000,  or  about  $75,000,000  in  excess 
of  the  aggregate  coining  value  of  all 
the  gold  vand  silver  mined  annually  in 
the  United  States.  The  value  of  farm 
products  in  1907  was  about  $250,000,- 
000,  and  with  that  of  the  live  stock  on 
hand  added  aggregated  $425,000,000. 

Kansas  has  no  large  supply  of  tim- 
ber suitable  for  manufacturing  and  no 
iron;  hence  its  principal  manufactures 
are  the  conversion  of  farm  products 
into  marketable  commodities,  such  as 
meat,  butter  and  flour  and  these  are 
most  important  and  extensive  indus- 
tries. Over  one-half  of  the  value  of 
the  Stated  total  manufactures,  or  ap- 
proximately $100,000,000  per  annum,  is 
represented  in  the  animal  slaughtering 
and  meat  packing  business.  The  re- 
turns from  dairying  materially  swell 
the  total  of  animal  products,  and  what 
is  said  to  be  the  largest  creamery  in 
the  world  is  at  Topeka.  The  output  of 
the  flour  and  grist  mills  rank  second 
in  value  among  the  State's  manufac- 
tures, and  in  1905  amounted  to  more 
than  $42,000,000,  over  three-fourths  of 
which  was  represented  by  wheat  flour, 
for  the  excellence  of  which  Kansas  is 
famous.  The  value  of  bread  and 
bakery  products  amounts  to  about 
$2,000,000  annually.  The  abundance  of 
natural  gas,  recently  made  available, 
has  greatly  encouraged  many  new 
lines  of  manufacturing.  This  is  shown 
markedly  in  the  growth  of  the  glass- 
making    industry,    in    which  Kansas 
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seems  destined  to  become  famous,  if 
not  foremost.  In  1900  the  State  had 
no  glass  factories;  in  1906  Montgom- 
ery County  alone  had  seventeen, 
making  window  glass,  bottles,  table 
and  other  glassware.  Gas  is  used  to 
great  advantage  in  making  glass,  and, 
aside  from  the  unlimited  supplies  of 
this  fuel,  the  necessary  elements  for 
glass  are  abundantly  available  in  the 
gas-bearing  territory.  Zinc  smelting  is 
another  industry  that  owes  a  rapid 
growth  to  the  gas  fields  in  southeast- 
ern Kansas,  to  which  section  zino 
smelting  is  limited.  The  1906  output 
in  Kansas  of  "spelter,"  by  which  name 
the  refined  product  of  zinc  ore  is 
known,  was  worth  $16,000,000.  Other 
manufactures  in  the  southeastern  part 
of  the  State  that  are  constantly  as- 
suming larger  proportions  are  cement 
and  brickmaking.  Of  the  State's 
minerals  the  first  to  attract  attention 
was  coal,  and  its  mining  has  greatly 
increased  in  later  years,  the  annual 
optput  now  amounting  in  value  to  up- 
ward of  $10,000,000.  It  is.  bituminous 
or  soft  coal  and  found  mostly  in  the 
more  easterly  counties.  Like  the  coal, 
but  seemingly  restricted  to  a  more  lim- 
ited area,  the  oil  and  gas  are  in  the 
eastern  counties  or  those  south  of  the 
Kansas  river  and  east  of  a  line  drawn 
from  the  western  boundary  of  Douglas 
County  to  the  southern  border  of  the 
State,  near  Arkansas  City. 

The.  wonderful  development  of  the 
immeasurably  rich  oil  and  gas-bearing 
fields  scarcely  comprehended  prior  to 
1900,  already  suggest  that  their  prod- 
ucts are  likely  to  rival  in  volume  the 
best  of  those  known  elsewhere.  Car 
construction  and  railway  repair  work 
employ  thousands  of  people;  impor- 
tant iron  foundries  are  at  various 
points;  establishments  for  the  making 
of  woolen  goods,  automobiles,  paper, 
asphalt  and  rubber  are  listed  among 
the  state's  manufactures.  There  are 
many  plants,  some  quite  pretentious 
for  making  ice;  several  chemical 
v.orks  are  operated,  and  planing  mills, 
canneries  and  factories  for  furniture, 
tobacco,  soap  and  candles  are  numer- 
ous. In  the  production  of  salt  Kansas 
ranks  third,  the  annual  output  being 
°ver  2,000,000  barrels.  Also,  princi- 
pally in  the  more  central  counties, 
Quarries  of  superior  limestone  and 
Sandstone  for  building  and  other  pur- 


poses and  rock  gypsum,  are  exten- 
sively worked.  Earth  gypsum  is  also 
found  in  the  same  area.  The  rock  and 
earth  gypsums  are  made  into  excellent 
plaster.  Limestone,  in  the  eastern 
counties,  for  both  hydraulic  and  Port- 
land cement'  making,  is  utilized. 
There,  also,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  are 
clays  and  shales  of  various  sorts  and 
in  great  abundance.  Sand  suitable  for 
glassmaking  is  also  found  there  and 
much  common  sand  is  marketed  from 
the  Kansas  and  Arkansas  rivers. 

According  to  the  enumeration  of  in- 
habitants in  1908  the  total  population 
was  1,656,799,  the  largest  in  its  history. 

All  but  five  of  the  105  counties  have 
one  or  more  railroads,  and,  excepting 
seven,  all  county  seats  have  one  or 
more.  Kansas  has  about  11,100  miles 
of  railroad.  Electric  street  railways 
are  common  in  the  larger  cities  and 
trolley  lines  connect  neighboring 
towns  and  extend  many  miles  through 
the  country.  The  various  religious  de- 
nominations are  well  represented,  nu- 
merically the  strongest  being  the 
Methodist  Episcopal,  and  have  prop- 
erty probably  worth  in  the  aggregate 
upward  of  $10,000,000.  A  high  moral 
tone  not  only  characterizes  her  citi- 
zenship, but  intelligence  is  encouraged 
by  liberally  providing  educational  in- 
stitutions, and  for  their  support  and 
maintenance.  Besides  high  schools  in 
numerous  counties  and  in  all  the  cities 
of  the  first  and  second  class,  as  well 
as  in  many  of  those  of  the  third  class, 
and  the  many  excellent  denomina- 
tional colleges  and  academies,  the 
State  has  8,800  school  buildings,  many 
of  them  of  the  most  modern  construc- 
tion and  equipment,  with  over  12,200 
teachers,  and  the  value  of  school  prop- 
erty is  upward  of  $13,000,000.  The 
school  expenses,  including  teachers' 
salaries,  amount  to  over  $5,500,000 
yearly  and  the  permanent  fund  ex- 
ceeds $7,000,000.  The  State  University 
at  Lawrence  takes  higb  rank  with  like 
institutions  in  the  older  states;  and 
the  same  is  true  of  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Emporia,  with  a  branch  az 
Hays,  and  a  manual  training  branch  at 
Pittsburg;  while  the  State  Agricultural 
College,  at  Manhattan  is  claimed  to 
stand,  in  the  matter  of  attendance,  at 
the^head  of  the  list  of  such  colleges 
in  the  United  States  and  has  a  teach- 
ing staff  of  eighty.    The  experiment 
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station  in  connection  with  the  college 
is  doing  effective  work  for  the  farmers 
and  stockmen  of  the  state,  and  the 
branch  station,  15£  miles  further  west, 
at  Hays,  is  becoming  potent  in  agri- 
cultural advancement  in  its  territory. 
There  is  no  failure  to  provide  proper 
charitable  and  penal  institutions.  Spe- 
cial state  schools  are:  The  School  for 
the  Blind,  at  Kansas  City;  the  School 
for  the  Deaf,  at  Olathe;  the  Industrial 
School  for  Boys,  at  Topeka;  the  In- 
dustrial School  for  Girls,  at  Beloit;  the 
School  for  Feeble-minded  Youth,  at 
Winfield,  and  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home,  at  Atchison,  all  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  State  Board  of  Con- 
trol, which  also  has  charge  of  the 
Hospitals  for  the  Insane  at  Osawa- 
tomie  and  Topeka,  and  the  Hospital 
for  Epileptics,  at  Parsons.  For  several 
years  the  State  has  made  annual  ap- 
propriations for  the  Western  Univer- 
sity, at  Quindaro,  and  the  Industrial 
and  Educational  Institute,  at  Topeka, 
both  exclusively  for  training  youth  of 
the  Negro  race.  The  State  Peniten- 
tiary is  at  Lansing,  the  .State  Refor- 
matory at  Hutchinson,  and  the  State 
Soldiers'  Home  at  Dodge  City. 

An  elaborately  equipped  National 
Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Sol- 
diers, established  in  1885,  is  main- 
tained near  Leavenworth  by  the 
United  States  Government,  at  an  an- 
nual cost  of  $500,000.  It  has  a  reser- 
vation of  over  640  acres,  with  about  5*0 
buildings,  and  its  present  membership 
is  about  4,000. 

The  country's  two  most  important 
military  stations  and  army  schools  are 
also  located  in  Kansas — Forts  Leaven- 
worth and  Riley.  Fort  Leavenworth 
was.  established  in  1827.  It  is  advan- 
tageously located  on  the  Missouri  river 
north  of  Leavenworth,  and  its  reserva- 
tion comprises  about  700  acres,  with 
garrison  accommodations  for  3,000 
men,  and  these  comprise  every  arm  of 
the  service.  The  Army  School  estab- 
lished there  in  1SS1  for  post  graduate 
courses  of  subaltern  officers,  has 
grown  until  now  recognized  as  the 
greatest  of  all  military  schools  of  this 
or  any  other  country,  where  the 
science  of  war  is  taught  in  both  a  the- 
oretical and  practical  manner.  It  is 
one  of  the  three  brigade  posts  of  the 
country,  and  with  it  a  United  States 
military  prison  is  maintained.  Fort 


Riley  is  located  where  the  uniting  of 
the  Smoky  Hill  and  Republican  rivers 
forms  the  Kansas  river.  Fort  Riley 
was  established  in  1852,  and  has  a  res 
ervation  of  nearly  20,000  acres.  The 
strength  of  the  garrison  is  over  2,000 
officers  and  men  and  there  are  liio 
permanent  buildings  of  native  stone. 
Great  significance  attaches  to  Fort 
Riley  as  being  "The  School  of  Appli- 
cation for  Cavalry  and  Field  Artil- 
lery," affording  instruction  to  a  degree 
unknown  elsewhere  for  officers,  am! 
here  also  are  excellent  schools  for  the 
enlisted  personnel.  A  federal  prison, 
with  a  capacity  of  1,500  inmates,  is 
located  on  a  site  set  apart  for  the  pur- 
pose, in  1896,  on  the  Fort  Leavenworth 
military  reservation.  Two  other  im- 
portant federal  government  institu- 
tions are  Haskell  Institute,  a  training 
school  for  Indians  at  Lawrence,  and  a. 
pension  agency  at  Topeka  from  which 
$16,000,000  is  distributed  annually  to 
114,000  pensioners.  The  federal  gov- 
ernment has  further  extended  its 
beneficience  in  Kansas,  and  especially 
to  those  engaged  in  agriculture,  by 
providing  for  free  delivery  of  mail 
daily  to  almost  every  farmstead,  and 
this,  the  telegraph  and  public  or  pri- 
vate telephone  lines  in  all  directions, 
with  other  improvements,  have  ma- 
terially modified  and  benefitted  the  in- 
dustrial and  social  conditions  of  the 
rural  population. 

Aside  from  betterment  along  these 
lines,  the  wholesome  environment  of 
Kansas'  favorable  situation,  the  mar- 
velous development  in  her  minerals 
and  manufacturing  and  the  high  order 
of  her  citizenship,  it  is  upon  agricul- 
ture that  Kansas  bases  her  claims  to 
pre-eminence  and  future  wealth,  and  it 
may  be  said  in  all  truth,  with  no  sug 
gestion  of  boastfulness,  that  Kansas 
comes  nearer  producing  in  abundance 
most  of  the  necessities  of  life  and 
more  of  the  luxuries  than  almost  any 
other  of  the  sisterhood  of  states.  U 
is  the  destiny  of  Kansas  to  be  a  great 
State.  Her  geographical  position,  soil, 
climate,  history,  the  character  and 
energy  of  her  people — everything— 
combines  to  make  her  great  in  the 
Nation  and  worthy  the  love  of  her  chil- 
dren, who  have  rescued  her  fruitful 
soil  from  the  savage  and.  wild  beast 
and  caused  her  valleys  to  blossom  as 
the  rose.

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Acknowledgments. — All  conveyances 
and  other  instruments  required  to 
to  be  acknowledged,  if  acknowledged 
within  this  State,  must  be  acknowl- 
edged before  some  court  having  a 
seal,  or  some  judge,  justice  or  clerk 
thereof,  or  some  justice  of  the  peace, 
notary  public  or  county  clerk,  register 
of  deeds,  or -mayor  or  clerk  of  an  in- 
corporated city.  If  acknowledged  out 
of  the  State  the  acknowledgment  must 
be  before  some  court  of  record,  or 
clerk  or  officer  holding  the  seal  there- 
of, before  a  commissioner  to  take  the 
acknowledgment  of  deeds  appointed 
"by  the  governor  of  this  State,  or  before 
some  notary  public  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  before  any  consul  of  the 
TJnited  States,  resident  in  a  foreign 
country.  The  acknowledgment  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  of  another  State 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
of  his  official  character  under  the  hand 
of  the  clerk  of  some  court  of  record 
and  the  seal  of  the  court. 

Actions. — Common  law  forms  of  ac- 
tions are  abolished.  Under  the  code 
there  is  but  one  form  of  action,  which 
is  called  a  civil  action.  Personal  ac- 
tions must  be  brought  in  the  county 
where  the  defendant  or  one  of  several 
defendants  resides.  Real  estate  ac- 
tions must  be  brought  in  the  country 
where  the  real  estate  is  situated.  Ac- 
tions against  non-residents  of  the 
State  or  foreign  corporations,  may  be 
brought  in  any  county  in  which  there 
may  be  property  of  or  debts  owing  to 
said  non-resident  or  foreign  corpora- 
tion:. 

Affidavits  may  be  made  before  any 
person  authorized  to  take  depositions. 

Aliens.— No  distinction  between  citi- 
zens and  aliens  in  reference  to  pur- 
chase, enjoyment  or  descent  of  prop- 
erty. 

Appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  de- 
cisions of  the  Probate  Court  to  the 
District  Court  of  the  county.  Notice 
of  the  appeal  must  be  given  in  open 
court  and  entered  on  the  record,  or  by 
written  notice  to  the  opposite  party  or 


his  attorney  of  record.  The  appellant,  or 
his  agent  or  attorney,  must  make  and 
file  an  affidavit  that  the  appeal  is  not 
taken,  for  vexation  or  delay,  but  be- 
cause the  affiiant  believes  that  the 
appellant  is  aggrieved  by  th.e  decision 
of  the  court.  The  appellant  must  also 
give  a  bond  in  such  sum  and  with 
such  security  as  may  be  fixed  and 
approved  by  the  Probate  Court,  condi- 
tioned that  he  will  prosecute  the  ap- 
peal and  pay  all  costs  and  damages 
that  may  be  adjudged  against  him. 
An  appeal  must  be  taken  within  the 
term  at  which,  or  within  ten  days 
after,  the  decision  is  rendered.  Appeal 
lies  from  justice  of  the  peace  to  the 
District  Court,  except  in  judgments  by 
confession  and  jury  trial,  when  the 
amount  claimed  is  less  than  $20. 

Arrest —-Debtor  may  be  arrested  by 
civil  process  before  or  after  judgment, 
when  it  appears  that  he  has  removed, 
converted  into  money,  concealed,  as- 
signed, or  disposed  of  property,  with 
intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  and 
when  the  debt  has  been  fraudulently 
contracted. 

Assignments. — Which  shall  be  for 
the  benefit  of  all  creditors,  shall  be  by 
deed,  which  shall  be  proved,  certified, 
and  recorded  the  same  as  conveyances 
of  real  estate.  The  assignment  must 
be  without  preference.  The  assignee 
must  file  an  inventory  of  the  assigned 
property  in  the  office  of  clerk  of  the 
District  Court  in  the  county  where  the 
assignor  resides,  within  thirty  days 
after  the  execution  of  the  assignment. 
Assignor  shall  file  a  schedule  under 
oath  of  his  liabilities,  showing  name  of 
each  creditor,  the  amount  of  claim,  and 
his  postoffice  address,  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  District  Court  on  the 
day  he  executes  the  deed  of  assign- 
ment. Within  two  days  after  such 
filing,  the  clerk  shall  give  notice  of 
such  assignment  to  each  creditor,  for 
an  amount  exceeding  ten  dollars,  and 
give  in  such  notice  the  name  of  each 
creditor  and  amount  of  his  claim  as 
stated  in  the  schedule,  and  shall  fix  a 
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day,  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  j 
than  thirty  days  after  such  assign-  I 
mem,  for  the  creditors  to  meet  at  his  j 
office  for  the  purpose  of  chousing  an  | 
assignee. 

The  property  is  appraised  and  the 
assignee  must  give  a  bond  in  double  ! 
the  amount  of  appraisement. 

Within  six  months  after  the  assign-  i 
ment,  the  assignee  shall  appoint  a  day 
for  the  adjustment  and  allowance  of 
claims,  and  shall  give  notice  thereof 
to  creditors  by  publication  and  also 
by  letter  if  address  is  known.  Such 
allowance  shall  continue  three  days 
unless  continued  for  cause.  Appeals 
can  be  taken  from  allowance  by  any 
creditor   who   is   dissatisfied   in  the 
same  manner  as  appeals  from  a  Jus-  : 
tice's  Court.     Creditors  who  do  not  j 
appear  at  such-time  and  present  their  [ 
claims,  lose  all  right  to  participate  in  j 
the  trust,  fund.    The  assignor  is  re- 
leased to  the  amount  actually  paid. 

Attachments. — Writ   of  attachment 
may  issue  for  one  of  the  following 
causes:     1.  That  the  defendant  is  a  j 
foreign    corporation    or    non-resident  j 
(but  in  this  case  only  on  demand  aris- 
ing  upon  a  contract,  judgment  or  de-  i 
cree,  unless  the  cause  of  action  arose  !

Where 
either  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  or 
eighth  of  the  above  grounds  exists  the 
action  may  be  brought  and  attachment 
made  before  the  maturity  of  .the  debt 
by  special  order  of  court.  .  Attachment 
may  be  dissolved  by  the  defendant  by 
giving  bonds. 

Chattel  Mortgages.  —  Every  chattel 
mortgage  or  conveyance  intended  to 
operate  as  such,  which  shall  not  be 
accompanied  by  an  .immediate  deliv- 
ery, and  followed  by  an  actual  and  con- 
tinued change  of.  possession  of  the 
thing  mortgaged,  shall  be  absolutely 
void  as  against  the  creditors  of  the 
mortgagor,  and  subsequent  purchasers 
and  mortgagees  nY  good  faith,  unless 
the  mortgage,  or  a  true  copy  thereof, 
shall  be  forthwith  filed  in  the  office  of 
Register  Deeds  of  the  county  where 
the  property  is  situated,  or,  if  the  mort- ' 
gagor  be  a  resident  of  the  State,  then 
of  the  county  of  which  he  is  a  resident. 
And  every  such  mortgage  shall  be  void 
against  creditors  of  the  mortgagor,  or 
subsequent  purchasers  or  mortgagees 
in  good  faith,  after  the  expiration  of 
two  years  after  the  same  is  filed,  un- 
less within  thirty  days  next  preceding 
the  expiration  of  said  term  and  each 
two  years  thereafter,  the  mortgagee, 
his  agent,  or  attorney,  shall  make  an 
affidavit  exhibiting  his  interest  in  the 
property  at  that  time  and  the  amount 
yet  due  thereon,  which  affidavit  shall 
be  attached  to  and  filed  with  such 
mortgage.  After  condition  broken,  the 
mortgagee  may  proceed  to  sell  the 
mortgaged  property,  or  so  much  of  it 
as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the 
mortgage  and  costs  of  sale,  by  giving 
ten  days'  notice.  If  such  an  affidavit 
be  made  and  filed  before  any  purchase 
of  such  mortgaged  property  shall  be 
made,  or  other  mortgage  deposited,  or 
lien  obtained  thereon,  in  good  faith,  it 
shall  be  as  valid  to  continue  in  effect 
such  mortgage. as  if  the  same  had  been 
made  and  filed  within  thirty  days  next 
preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  filing 
of  the  original  mortgage. 

Deeds  need  not  be  executed  before 
witnesses.  Valid  without  acknowledg- 
ment, but  must  be-acknowl edged  to  be 
entitled  to  be  recorded  or  to  be  intro- 
duced in  evidence.  Acknowledgment 
of  wife  need  not  be  taken  separate 
from  husband.  Until  duly  deposited 
for   record,  deeds  and  other  instru- 
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ments  affecting  real  property  are  not 
valid,  except  between  the  parties 
thereto,  and  such  as  have  actual  notice 
thereof 

Dower. — "The  estates  of  dower  and 
by  courtesy  are  abolished." 

Exemptions. — To  unmarried  person, 
tools  and  stock  in  trade,  $400;  or  li- 
brary and  implements  of  professional 
men.  To  head  of  family,  household 
furniture,  $500;  also  team,  wagon,  etc. 
Farming  utensils,  $300.  Stock  and 
tools  of  mechanics,  $400.  Libraries, 
etc.,  of  professional  men.  Homestead, 
160  acres  farm  land,  or  1  acre  in  city, 
with  improvements,  without  limit  as  to 
value. 

Garnishment. — Earnings  of  resident 
debtor  for  personal  services  at  any 
time  .within  three  months  next  pre- 
ceding issuance  of  execution,  attach- 
ment, or  garnishment  process,  are  ex- 
empt if  necessary  to  support  of 
debtor's  family,  affidavit  of  debtor  con- 
clusive as  to  necessity. 

Homestead. — One  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  of  farming  land  or  one  acre  in 
an  incorporated  city,  with  all  the  im- 
provements thereon,  while  the  same  is 
occupied  by  the  family  of  owner,  can 
not  be  alienated  except  by  joint  con- 
sent of  husband  and  wife.  No  exemp- 
tion is  valid  as  against  lien  for  pur- 
chase money  or  improvements  erected 
on  homestead^ 

Husband  and  Wife.— Husband  or 
wife  under  disability  because  of  insan- 
ity or  habitual  drunkenness  and  having 
interests  in  real  estate  not  in  his  or 
her  own  right,  may  by  guardian  jointly 
with  the  husband  or  wife  of  such  party 
under  disability  convey  or  mortgage 
such  real  estate,  except  homestead, 
by  approval  of  the  Probate  Court  of 
the  county  where  the  land  is  situated. 

Interest. — Legal  rate,  6  per  cent.  By 
agreement  in  writing,  10  per  cut. 
Usury:  The  party  forfeits  double  the 
sum  in  excess  of  10  per  cent. 

Judgments— Judgment  is  a  lien  on 
real  estate  in  the  county  where  it  was 
rendered  from  the  first  day  of  term  in 
which  it  was  so  rendered,  and  in  other 
counties  from  the  filing  therein  an 
attested  copy  of  the  judgment,  and 
such  lien  continues  for  five  years. 
Judgment  by  confession  or  those  ren- 
dered at  the  term  the  action  is  com- 
menced are  liens  only  from  the  date 
of  entiy.    Unless  execution  is  taken 


out  within  five  years  from  date  of 
judgment,  or  five  years  from  last  exe- 
cution, the  lien  ceases  as  against  the 
estate  of  the  judgment  debtor. 

Justices'  Jurisdiction. — For  the  re- 
covery of  money  when  the  amount 
claimed  does  not  exceed  $300.  Jus- 
tices of  the  peace  have  jurisdiction  of 
actions  for  the  recovery  of  specific 
personal  property,  replevin,  not  ex- 
ceeding $300  in  value.    (See  License.) 

License. — Commercial  travelers  are 
not  required  to  procure  a  license. 

Liens. — Any  person  furnishing  labor 
or  material,  as  contractor,  sub-contrac- 
tor, artisan  or  day  laborer,  in  the  erec- 
tion of  any  improvements  upon  real  es- 
tate, which  are  constructed  under  di- 
rection or  by  authority  of  the  owner 
or  his  agent,  shall  have  a  lien  therefor 
on  the  land  so  improved,  which  is  pre- 
ferred to  all  other  liens  or  incum- 
brances which  may  attach  after  the 
commencement  of  such  improvements 
or  the  furnishings  of  such  labor  or  ma- 
terials. 

To  secure  such  lien,  the  claimant 
must  file  a  statement  of  his  claim  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  District 
Court  of  the  county  where  the  land  is 
situated.  If  a  contractor  or  material 
man,  or  laborer  under  a  contractor, 
such  statement  must  be  filed  within 
four  months,  and  if  a  sub-contractor  or 
a  material  man,  or  a  laborer  under  a 
sub-contractor,  within  sixty  days  after 
the  last  material  is  furnished,  or  labor 
performed  under  such  contract  or  sub- 
contract. Owner's  liability  cannot  ex- 
ceed contract  price. 

Limitations. — Actions  for  recovery 
of  land  sold  on  execution,  or  by  admin- 
istrators, etc.,  by  order  of  court,  five 
years;  or  for  taxes,  two  years  from 
the  recording  of  the  deed;  other  real 
actions,  fifteen  years;  but  persons  un- 
der disabilities  may  bring  action  with- 
in two  years  after  removal  thereof. 
Contracts  and  agreements  in  writing, 
and  actions  on  bonds  of  executors,  etc., 
five  years.  Contracts  not  in  writing, 
and  statutory  liabilities,  other  than 
penalties  or  forfeitures,  three  years. 
Trespass  on  real  or  personal  property, 
replevin,  relief  from  fraud  and  injuries 
to  rights  not  herein  enumerated,  two 
years.  Libel,  slander,  assault  and  bat- 
tery, malicious  prosecution,  false  im- 
prisonment, penalties  and  forfeitures, 
one  year.    Time  of  debtor's  absence 
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from  the  state  not  included,  and  causes 
of  action  arising  in  another  state,  and 
"barred  there,  are  barred  here  a'.so. 
Persons  under  disabilities  may  begin 
personal  aci.ion  within  one  year  iiter 
removal  thereof.  Any  person  entitled 
to  bring  action  for  the  recovery  of 
real  property  who  may  be  under  a 
legal  disability  when  the  cause  of  ac- 
tion accrues  may  bring  his  action  with- 
in two  years  after  the  disability  is  re- 
moved. After  failure  of  an  action  for 
any  cause  not  affecting  the  right  of 
tion  accrues  may  bring  his  action  with- 
in one  year.  Acknowledgment  of  a 
debt  barred  must  be  in  writing.  As- 
signments and  releases  of  mortgages 
recorded  five  years  in  the  office  of  the 
'Register  of  Deeds  where  the  land  is 
situated  shall  be  deemed  valid. 

Married  Women. — Have  same  rights 
as  men  concerning  property  and  busi- 
ness. 

Mortgages. — A  mortgage  of  real  es- 
tate, to  be  valid  as  against  subsequent 
"bona  fide  purchasers  or  mortgagees, 
must  be  duly  acknowledged  and  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  Register  of 
Deeds  of  the  county  in  which  the  land 
is  situated.  Mortgages  are  foreclosed 
by  suit  only.  Attorney  fee  not  col- 
lectable. 

.  Proof  of  Claims.  —  Parties  sending 
•claims  for  collection  should  give  full 


name  or  names  of  parties  to  whom 
the  same  belongs.  If  the  claims  be- 
long to  a  firm,  the  full  name  of  each 
member  of  the  firm  should  be  given, 
and  whether  a  partnership  or  a  corpo- 
ration, all  claims  should  be  verified, 
thus  saving  other  proof,  when  no 
other  defense  is  made. 

Redemption.' — 'No  redemption  except 
of  lands  sold  for  taxes,  then  three 
years. 

Stay  of  Execution.  —  In  Justice's 
Court,  on  $20  to  over  $100,  thirty  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty  days. 

Wills. — No  man,  while  married,  shall 
bequeath  away  from  his  wife  more 
than  one-half  of  his  property,  nor  shall 
any  woman,  while  married,  bequeath 
away  from  her  husband  more  than  one- 
half  of  her  property.  But  either  may 
consent,  in  writing,  executed  in  the 
presence  of  two  witnesses,  that  the 
other  may  bequeath  more  than  one- 
half  of  his  or  her  property  away  from 
the  one  so  consenting. 

Witness. — Parties  to  the  suit,  and 
persons  in  interest  not  disqualified. 
Husband  and  wife  cannot  be  witness 
for  or  against  each  other  in  civil  ac- 
tion, except  in  cases  where  one  acted 
as  agent  for  the  other,  or  where  they 
are  joint  parties,  and  have  a  joint  in- 
terest in  the  action.

In  the  valley  of  "The  Beautiful  Blue," 
on  an  elevated  undulating  plateau 
commanding  a  magnificent  view  of 
bluff  and  valley  scenery,  stands  this 
handsome,  wide-awake,  progressive 
and  most  rapidly  growing  little 
city  in  northeastern  Kansas.

This  cheap  power  means 
not  merely  the  erection  of  new  plas- 
ter mills -and  factories  for  converting 
gypsum  into  other  valuable  products, 
crayons,  hard  wall  plaster,  white  fin- 
ishing plaster,  stucco  and  even  artis- 
tic marble,  but  also  numerous  other 
establishments,  giving  work  to  many 
employes  and  resulting  in  the  con- 
tinued growth  of  the  city.

FORT  LEAVENWORTH.  Named  in 
honor  of  General  Henry  Leavenworth, 
who  established  the  site  in  1827,  is  lo- 
cated 3  miles  n.  of  the  city.  The  res- 
ervation comprises  6,000  acres  and  is 
the  most  valuable  military  possession 
of  the  government.  It  is  the  seat  of 
the  general  service  and  staff  college, 
and  the  United  States  Penitentiary  is 
also  located  at  this  point.  To  the  col- 
lege are  annually  sent  many  of  the 
officers  of  the  army  to  obtain  a  prac- 
tical education  in  the  art  of  war.  The 
garrison  of  the  post  is  fixed  at  3.07S 
enlisted  men.  It  consists  of  four  com- 
panies of  engineers,  one  battery  of 
artillery,  five  troops  of  cavalry,  one 
regiment  of  infantry  and  one  company 
of  the  signal  corps.  The  post  is  now 
undergoing  many  improvements.  More 
than  two  million  dollars  have  already 
been  expended  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  government,  and,  when 
completed,  it  is  expected  that  Fort 
Leavenworth  will  be  the  largest  single 
military  establishment  in  the  world. 
At  least  another  million  dollars  will 
be  expended  during  the  next  two 
years  to  complete  the  improvements. 
The  post  is  reached  by  an  electric  line 
from  the  city  bearing  the  same  name, 
cars  running  every  twenty  minutes. 
The  former  military  prison  is  now  the 
United  States  Penitentiary,  in  charge 
of  Major  W.  R.  McClaughrey.  A  new 
prison  is  being  constructed  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  the  reserve  by 
convict  labor  and  when  completed 
will  cost  three  million  dollars.  It  will 
be  the  model  prison  of  the  world.  A 


large  number  of  convicts  were  trans- 
ferred to  it,  sufficient  buildings  hav- 
ing been  completed  to  permit.  The 
prisoners  sentenced  by  the  federal 
courts  in  Kansas,  Colorado,  Oklaho- 
ma, Arkansas  and  Texas  are  sent  to 
this  institution.  The  average  number 
of  convicts  confined  is  1,000.  Tele- 
phone and  electric  cars  connection.

The  judicial  seat  of  Sherman  county 
is  a  progressive  and  rapidly  growing 
incorporated  city  of  the  second  class 
and  a  division  station  on  the  main 
line  of  the. -a,  R.  I.  &  P.  Ry.,  19G  miles 
from  Denver,  Col.,  393  from  Omaha, 
Neb.,  423  from  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  and 
438  from  Kansas  City.  It  dates  its 
settlement  from  1887,  one  year  .  fol- 
lowing the  organization  of  Sherman 
county.  The  railroad  company  has  es- 
tablished here  extensive  shops,  100  by 
200  feet  in  size,  and  a  40-stall  round 
house,  a  large  power  house,  with  store 
and  supplv  house,  and  the  shops  are 
being  refitted  with  the  latest  im- 
proved machinery.  There  are  also 
here  large  coal  chutes,  ice  house,  and 
the  most  extensive  stock  yards  be- 
tween Denver  and  Topeka,  large 
standpipe  and  a  complete  waterworks 
system  for  their  own  use.  The  pas- 
senger depot  is  the  finest  west  of  To- 
peka. In  it  are  located  the  offices  of 
trainmaster,  roadmaster,  train  dis- 
patchers, telegraph,  ticket  and  ex- 
press offices;  .also  master  mechanic's 
office;  besides  these  improvements 
there  are  many  miles  of  track,  a^so 
switches  and  side  tracks,  with  many 
necessary  buildings  which  go  to  com- 
plete an  important  passenger  and  di- 
vision station.  The  payroll  of  this 
place  runs  from  $30,000  to  $45,000  per 
month.  Sherman  county,  of  which 
Goodland  is  the  metropolis,  is  located 
in  the  n.  wr.  part  of  the  state  and  95 
per  cent,  of  its  area  is  rich,  lying  land.

The 
settlers  in'  this  county  who  have  put 
out«fruit.  and  given  it  reasonable  care, 
have  fine  orchards  and  abundance  of 
fruit  as  a  result.  It  will  be  a  surprise 
to  many  an  eastern  man  who  has  not 
seen  it,  to  know  that  the  farmers  of 
Sherman  county  are  raising  some  of 
the  finest  apples,  peaches,  cherries, 
plums,  strawberries,  etc.,  and  that 
without.  -  irrigation.  The  climate  is 
healthful  in  the  extreme  and  many 
people  come  here  with  bronchial  and 
pulmonary  troubles  and  find  speedy 
and  permanent  relief  when  the  change 
is  made  before  it  is  too  late  to  be  of 
any  avail.

The  sum- 
mers are  warm,  but  such  is  the  rarety 
of  the  atmosphere  and  the  constant 
breezes  blowing  that  no  one  is  seri- 
ously incommoded,  especially  as  the 
nights  are  always  cool  and  refreshing. 
On  the  Smoky  and  Beavers  water  can 
he  secured  at  from  ten  to  sixty  feet 
and  on  the  higher  divides  at  the  aver- 
age depth  of  100  feet.  The  supply  is 
abundant  and  the  quality  is  splendid, 
clear  as  crystal  and  entirely  free  from 
all  deleterious  substances.  There  is 
little  difficulty  in  securing,  at  moder- 
ate cost  a  good  well,  as  parties  make 
a  specialty  of  putting  down  both  bored 
and  tubular  wells,  while  the  windmill 
furnishes  the  power.  A  good  well  and 
windmill  can  be  secured  at  from  $75 
to  $150,  with  the  tank  for  the  water- 
ing of  stock.  The  water  supply  is  in- 
exhaustible and  a  good  well  never 
runs  dry,  regardless  of  whether  the 
season  is  wet  or  dry.  A  Niagara  of 
water  flows  ceaselessly  under  all  the 
country.  The  average  rainfall  is  a  lit- 
tle over  2G  inches.
